5:30 to 7 a.m. 


Jessica Lane, Jam’s pastry chef, preps for 
the day’s service. All this happens after 
a portion of Sunday’s work was already done: Chef Jeff 
Mauro said brunch is unique in that lots of prep happens 
the day before. Otherwise, workers would need to show up 
at 3 a.m. 


The first customers walk in, a young couple and their 
little boy. The restaurant is quiet and lit with soft 
morning light. 


7:27 


Tables have been filling and emptying regularly, and 
now the first line starts to form, stretching from the 
register to the door. 


9:16 


Owner Jerry Suqi checks in on one of the tables. “How 
is everything?’’ he asks a woman who’s just finished. 

“Oh,” she says, closing her eyes and re-savoring 
everything she just ate. “I think I love you.” 

Suqi smiles and points to Mauro over the counter- 
at Jam, the kitchen is visible to the whole dining area. 
“Actually it’s him,” Suqi says. “You love him.” The woman 
waves; Mauro nods, then gets back to work.

RedEye decides to trail server Erwin Alvizures, which 
is kind of like trying to catch a bumblebee with a tail 
wind. Even when he has a free moment, he doesn’t. 

He checks in on other tables, takes dirty dishes to the back 
and, of course, keeps coffee mugs full. 


RedEye gives up on trailing Alvizures. When server 
Sarah Reed hears this, she’s incredulous. 

“What do you mean?” she asks. “This is a slow day.’ 


10:43 


Wait times are at 45 minutes for two people, an hour 
for larger parties. Hostess/cashier JoAnne Weiman 
plays the same role in a succession of mini-dramas. If she 
tells people the wait and their heads roll back, eyes wide, 
Weiman’s probably getting a “Thanks, but we’ll pass.” But if 
they look to each other and shrug, then they’ll go out for a 
walk and come back. There’s no way to predict which wait 
duration will be acceptable to each party, Weiman said.

This brunch brought to you

Coffee, clieclc. Eggs, clieclc. Freslily squeezed O.J., clieclc. Oli, and don’t 
forget tlie bacon. 

For tlie cliefs, coolcs and servers wlio are part of wliat can only be 
called Chicago’s weekend brunch machine, this checklist is a familiar 
early morning ritual. 

As more restaurants open or add brunch service to accommodate 
Chicagoans’ seemingly insatiable appetite for all things eggy and syrup- 
drenched, the city’s early-bird club is growing. 

At Jam, a 34-seat breakfast and lunch cafe in Ukrainian Village, the 
brunch-o-nomics on a Sunday involve 5 pounds of coffee, up to 400 
eggs, a staff of 12 and about 150 patrons, according to owner Jerry 
Suqi. 

Though it’s new to Chicago’s already-packed brunch scene. Jam, which 
opened in July, has caught on quickly, with peak wait times that can reach 
more than an hour on weekends. 

Rule No. I of brunch service, according to Erwin Alvizures, a server at 
Jam: “Make sure that everybody has coffee.” RedEye learned this after 
spending a recent Sunday behind the scenes at Jam. 

Rule No. 2: When it comes to working brunch, night owls need not 
apply— unless you’re OK going on a few hours of sleep. 



Jessica Lane, Jam’s pastry chef, shows up to work around 
5:30 a.m. on Sundays to prep for the restaurant’s 7 a.m. open- 
ing. She and other workers spend that time squeezing orange 
juice, making brioches and shaping meat patties. 

Lane and the other Jam workers told RedEye they didn’t 
mind the hours. The work, they said, is just like the rest of 
the restaurant industry the shift is just earlier in the day Many 
said they like having finished work by the early afternoon. 

Those early mornings can be challenging, though. 

“My first few tables are a little rough,” Rachael Smith, a 
server at Jam, told RedEye. “Em always like, ‘I’m supposed 
to be in bed right now’ ” 

Servers working brunch probably feel the most pres- 
sure-brunch patrons often want quicker service than at 
other meals, said Will Duncan, a bartender at Ukrainian 
Village’s Empty Bottle. Empty Bottle began serving week- 


end brunch from the adjoining Bite Cafe at the beginning 
of 2009. 

“I’ve worked brunch at a lot of different restaurants, and 
it’s such a faster pace, quicker table times and more turn- 
over,” Duncan said. “The expectation is {the food will] be 
there within 10 minutes. So you just gotta be prompt; you 
gotta be quick.” 

At Jam, a line starts to form around 9:45 a.m.; by ii a.m., 
the line is stretching out the door. 

While Jam’s staffers said they feel the pressure, they don’t 
let it affect them (or at least they didn’t let it show). To the 
casual observer, the upshift in the staff’s work pace is notice- 
able. 

Dealing with different types of food can make brunch 
more challenging for restaurants that don’t specialize in 
it, especially if they have a large customer base, said Carly

Fisher, founder and editor-in-chief of the Chicago 
Brunch Blog. Fisher started the blog a year ago to 
offer reviews, news and events related to the city’s 
brunch scene. 

“Brunch-specific places like Orange, Yolk and 
Bongo Room are able to work with a set menu and 
have a pretty good idea by now what their traffic is 
like,” Fisher wrote in an e-mail. “Other restaurants 
have to balance a heavy brunch rush with the rest 
of their supply” 

Not every brunch place runs at a fast pace. The 
brunch experience at Simone’s in Pilsen is a bit 
more laid-back. Manager Erica Schimmel said cus- 
tomers like it because they know they can easily get 
a seat. 

However, she added that one menu item always 


needs to be served with haste: eggs, because they 
tend to cool off more quickly than other foods. 

For Suqi, the appeal of getting into the brunch 
game had to do with bringing the quality of dinner 
foods to mornings. 

“It’s a real devotion to bringing that culinary 
craftsmanship that’s been previously reserved for 
dinner to breakfast,” he said. 

At that point, it was about 11:45 and Jam’s 
machine hummed along. The plates of food kept 
moving. Suqi ran it all, barking orders one minute, 
happily chatting with diners the next. 

Despite the early hours and the perpetual hus- 
tle, Alvizures, one of the servers, says he enjoys the 
brunch crush. 

“If it wasn’t fun, I wouldn’t do it,” he said.

The scene: During happy hour, fans 
file into classy River North sports bar 
District to watch games on TVs set 
into a circular soffit surrounding the 
main bar. Come for the 6 -week-old 
Sunday brunch, and you’ll have an 
entirely different experience. 

The dining room is sunken below 
the main bar and bordered by a glass 
facade that opens onto the street. Sit 
toward the back 
of the dining room 
to get the alfresco 
vibe without hav- 
ing to squint, or 
bring your sun- 
glasses and sit at a 
table bordering the 
sidewalk. 

District is located kitty-corner from 
the Rock ’N’ Roll McDonald’s, smack- 
dab in the middle of River North, so a 
smattering of tourists staying at near- 
by hotels supplement a relatively small 
field of casually dressed couples and 


groups, %u’ll have your pick of tables 
if you arrive before noon, but expect 
late-day crowds to pick up as football 
season kicks into high gear. 

The cuisine: District’s bar menu 
sports plenty of tweaked classics (crab 
rangoon reborn as wont on chips and 
dip, for example), so it’s fitting that 
the brunch menu follows suit. 

Steak and eggs ($io) is a juicy seared 
hangar steak served with two fried 
eggs and chili fries, 
made even better 
by sweet-and-spicy 
seasoning that 
reminded us of 
barbecue-flavored 
potato chips. And 
we loved the biscuits 
and gravy ($io, left), 
a quartet of flaky mini-biscuits rest- 
ing on sauteed spinach, topped with 
creamy gravy and tender chunks of 
rich duck confit. 

Omelets ($8) with choose-your- 
own fillings (the usual suspects, plus 




upgrades such as smoked trout and 
rock shrimp) are generous and fluffy 
Potato-lovers be warned: egg dishes 
come with greens unless you choose 
to add fries ($2), Slightly less indul- 
gent (or slighdy more heart-healthy 
depending on your perspective) 
options include a Greek yogurt parfait 
with berries, granola and honey, and 
an egg-white frittata with spinach and 
goat cheese. 

On the sweet side, banana bread 


French toast gets a boost from maple- 
chocolate sauce, walnuts and vanilla 
whipped cream ($8), To drink, the $30 
tabletop bellini bar is a festive splurge 
for a group of three or four. The setup 
includes a bottle of bubbly and fruit 
purees: raspberry, peach and blueberry, 
though the latter was too chunky to 
play well with the champagne,

“I want, I need, I like to get money,” the Miami rapper 
chants like a mantra through “Juice Box.” Later, he adds, “I 
like her right there and her friend over there” over the Latin- 
tinged, electronic beat. Get the picture? 

“Rebelution” (Polo Grounds/RCA) is one potential club 
banger after another, trying to avoid cliches with varying 
degrees of success. This formula has, after all, given Pitbull 
two Top lo hits from the album— “I Know Tbu Want Me 
(Calle Ocho),” also known as the one where he counts to four 
in English and en Espanol, and “Hotel Room Service,” also 
known as the one that snags the “Hotel, motel. Holiday Inn” 
rhyme from “Rapper’s Delight.” 

Sure, it’s simplistic, but it also works for him. In many 
ways. Pitbull is the Latin version of Elo Rida, repurposing 
previously popular bits and catchy baubles and spin- 
ning them into radio- and club-friendly gold. That’s why 
there’s bits of The White Stripes’ “Seven Nation Army” 
to liven up the otherwise bland “Can’t Stop Me Now.” 
That’s why he drops lines like “Turn up the AutoTune so 
I’ll be on the radio” with a straight face on ‘Across the 
World.” He even has a song called “Give Them What 
They Ask Eor.” 

“Rebelution” is neither rebellious nor revolution- 
ary, unless boldly trying to offer average music for 
the average radio listener is somehow unique. Until 
people demand better. Pitbull will remain king of 
the OK.

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The trimming 
of the Guard

COLUMBUS, Ohio Suffer from a bad case of 
acne? That could disqualify you from joining 
the Army National Guard. Too many speeding 
tickets? In today’s slimmer, smarter Guard, 
that could keep you out too. 

Under pressure from the Pentagon to trim 
its ranks, the Guard has been quietly phas- 
ing in new restrictions that make it harder to 
enlist. 

“To get in now, you have to be the cream 
of the crop,” said Sgt. ist Class Brian Glum, a 
recruiter in Ohio. 

Military officials portray the cutbacks as an 
effort to trim excess from a Guard force that 
was bloated from years of successful recruit- 
ing, especially during the recession. 

But there are suspicions inside the Guard 
and out that the reductions are part of an 
effort to shift the burden of fighting overseas 
onto the active-duty Army and ease the public 
outcry over the way that Guard units— part- 
time soldiers normally called into action dur- 
ing hurricanes and other disasters at home— 
have been sent on long, repeated combat tours 
in Iraq. 

In fact, while the Pentagon has cut the 
National Guard by about 9,000 soldiers to 
358,200 over the past six months or so, the 
nearly 549,0 00 -strong active-duty Army is 
under orders to recruit 70,000 new soldiers by 
the end of September and 22,000 more in the 
coming fiscal year as the fighting in Iraq winds 
down and the war in Afghanistan escalates. 

Under restrictions issued by the National 
Guard’s top recruiting commander early this 
year, the maximum enlistment age was lowered 
from 42 to 35. And the minimum score on the 
Armed Services Vocational Aptitude Test, the 
exam required by all branches of the military, 
was raised for the Guard from 31 to 50 out of 
a possible 100. 

Also, the Guard stopped forgiving potential 
recruits for offenses such as theft, assault, driv- 
ing under the influence or chronic lawbreak- 
ing. And it stopped issuing medical waivers, 
which allowed recruits to be admitted despite 
health problems as serious as an extreme food 
allergy and as minor as a painful bout of acne. 

John Goheen, a spokesman for the National 
Guard Association, an advocacy group, said 
it makes little sense to turn off the Guard’s 
recruiting machine when it has been the most 
successful of any military branch at bringing in 
high-quality soldiers. 

“If you want to reduce the burden on the 
Army Guard, grow the Army Guard,” Goheen 
said. “Therefore the burden is reduced because 
we’ll have more units.”
